BAKING POWDER LOWEK, WITH 


CREAM TARTAR ADVANCING. 

While the trade has been watching 
with considerable interest the steadily 
advancing market for cream of tartar, 
plans have been perfected looking to 
the inauguration of a new era in bak- 
ing powder. 

For the past two years the fact has 
been gradually forcing itself upon the 
minds of thinking people throughout 
the country that the day of high prices 
and large profits was a thing of the 
past, and, reluctant as many might be 
to submit to any change from the old 
order of things, the sooner they became 
reconciled to the inevitable, the more 
quickly and naturally would the coun- 
try adjust itself to the new conditions. 
Competition from within and without, 
coupled with a’ desire on the part of 
consumers, both large and small, to go 
to the fountain head for their supplies 
instead of purchasing from middlemen, 
is, primarily, the cause of the evolution 
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which we are now witnessing. Im- 
proved methods of manufacturing, 
handling and shipping have played a 
prominent part in the movement to- 
ward a lower basis of values, but they 
are the creation of that necessity which 
is at all times the stimulus of inventive 
genius. The most successful among the 
manufacturers will be those who are 
first to recognize that the new order 
has come to stay, and adjust their busi- 
ness accordingly.

This has given a score or more

and well-known brands, and at the 
same time make a large profit on his 
sales. Through the means adopted by 
these small makers, the consumption 
of cream of tartar has of late years 
largely increased, especially on the 
Pacific coast, and in San Francisco it 
has almost doubled. It has remained, 
however, for a prominent concern in 
Chicago to be the first to adapt itself 


powders

to the lower basis of values, by giving 


the consumer the benefit of the de- 
creased cost of the raw material and 
certain economies in the cost of pro 
duction. It is now placing on the mar- 
ket a pure cream of tartar baking 
powder at 30 cents per pound to the 
consumer, 

This new move will, it is expected, 
revolutionize the trade in this most im- 
portant article of the domestic econ- 
omy. Its effect should be to largely in- 
crease the demand for cream of tartar. 
But the question naturally arises, what 
effect will the new departure have on 
the demand for alum, for use in the 
alum powders? These now sell to the 
consumer at 25 to 30 cents per pound. 
At the slight difference in price between 
the two powders consumers will prob- 


ably favor the article made from cream 
of tartar, The fact must not be over- 


looked, however, that alum powders 
can be profitably sold at a much lower 
price than they now sell at.

LARD OIL ACTIVE, 


Local pressers of lard oil are much 
gratified over the improved condition 
of the market, which, until quite re- 
cently, has been in a state of inactivity 
from which it appeared impossible to 
arouse it. The price for the oil, while 
it was in the neighborhood of fifty-four 
cents for prime ice chilled, has not been 
considered excessive, ‘but, on the other 
hand, consumers have not considered 
it as sufficiently low to offer any in- 
ducerm.ents to purchasers beyond the 
requirements of current operations, and 
have consequently merely come upon 
the market as their supplies may have 
needed replenishing. Within the past 
fortnight, however, these conditions 
have changed. Simultaneously with an 
advance in lard came a reduction in 
the price of oil. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances any increase in the price of 
the raw product is followed by its kin- 
dred commodity also being dearer. Con- 
sumers who have not watched the 
workings of the lard market closely of 
late perhaps concluded that the reac- 
tion in oil was merely to obtain re- 
newed strength for a steady advance 
later, especially if an upward move- 
ment in lard ‘were about to set in. At 
any rate they thought that at fifty-two 
cents per gallon it would pay them to 
lay in a little oil ahead of their require- 
ments, and consequently pressers have 
succeeded in inducing consumers to 
purchase supplies quite freely, and local 
houses now report enough orders in 
hand to keep them busy for several 
weeks ahead. 

There is no disposition on the part of 


of 


ulucrsell by a 


manufacturers to advance the price 
while these conditions exist, notwith- 
standing the recent upward tendency 
of lard, primarily because it is the 
comparative cheapness of the oil that 
has stimulated buying, and remember- 
ing also the moral of the old fable in 
regard to killing the goose that laid 
the golden egg. Close observers of the 
lard market, however, are not disposed 
to regard the outlook for higher prices 
as particularly encouraging. There 
hag been some advance, it is true, but 
it has not been of a character to cause 
any serious apprehension to the bear- 
ish element. The visible supply in Liv- 
erpvol, for instance, indicates that there 
is sufficient on hand to fulfill 
quirements of consumption for some 
time to come. There has been, in fact, 
no legitimate excuse for an advance, as 
the intrinsic merits of the product are 
decidedly against it. Recent operations 
tending in that direction are regarded 
almost wholly in the light of an effort 
at manipulation based upon sympathet- 
ic conditions in the cereals and in other 
provisions, 

Thus it will be seen that pressers, 
most of whom have been in the busi- 
ness long enough “to cut their eye 
teeth,” know the difference between an 
advance based upon natural conditions 
and an advance that is being sustained 
merely for speculative purposes, and see 
no reason in this direction for advan- 
cing the price of oil.

THE OUTLOOK FOR SENEGA ROOT. 

The recent offers of senega root at 
the lowest price that has been quoted 
in several years has naturally prompt- 
ed the question, What is the outlook 
this season? As having some bearing 
on the situation, and possessing more 
or less interest to the trade, the course 
of the market for the past two years 
and a half is worthy of some mention. 
In January, 1803, fifty-five cents per 
pound was the ruling quotation. Seven 
months elapsed before a change took 
place. The new crop then began to 
come in, and the price declined to forty 
cents. The latter part of September, 
when the bulk of the crop arrived, the 
price dropped to thirty-three cents. As 
soon as the heavy export demand set 
in the price advanced to forty-five 
cents November 1, but by January 1, 
1St4, it had declined to thirty-eight 
cents. It held to this figure for six 
months. Offers of new crop the latter 
part of June caused a decline in the 
price to thirty-three In two 
months the market had touched twen- 
ty-eight cents, owing to liberal arrivals 
of the new crop. From this time to the 
close of last year the price did not go 
above thirty-one cents, except on one 
oceasion, early in September, when 
thirty-one and a half cents was quoted. 

It appears that the market for the 
past two years has been practically 
ruled by the law of supply and demand. 
High prices in the open market always 
stimulate the gatherers to greater ef- 
fort, even though dealers ultimately 
pay them but the usual price. Hence it 
is not surprising that a fifty-five-cent 
market in January, 1893, resulted in a 
large crop being gathered. The fact 
that there was a much larger yield than 
that of the previous year was carefully 
guarded by those in the interior of the 
country who are interested in senega, 
and it was some months before the 
true state of affairs became known, A 
liberal supply was carried forward ‘to 
the crop of 1894, and as the crop that 
year was an exceptionally large one, 
over one hundred thousand pounds are 
now in stock awaiting the gathering of 
this year’s crop. Already Manitoba 
root has been offered at twenty-four 
and one-half cents per pound delivered 
in New York. 

Although the bulk of the crop will 
probably not come forward until late in 
September or early in October, a little 
is now offering. Whether there is a 
large crop or a small one naturally de- 
pends on the gatherers. Already ad- 
vices from Manitoba have been re- 
ceived stating that the low prices have 
discouraged some of the diggers, espe- 
cially among the whites, but, on the 
other hand, as we stated above, they 
probably receive about the same price, 
year in and year out, no matter how 
high the market price is. Should, how-

ever, they gather an_ exceptionally 
large quantity in the face of the steck 
earried over, dealers would doubtless 
pay them a much lower price than 
usual, and we might look for a small 
crop in 1896.

THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN 
JUNE, 


The monthly report of operations in 
the producing fields of Pennsylvania, 
New York, West Virginia and south- 
eastern Ohio, while showing a gain in 
the amount of new production, does not 
confirm the prognostications besed on 
recent reports of ‘‘gushers’”’ having been 
struck, although the average produc- 
tion of the June wells shows slight im- 
provement. Although the ventures 
have been extended farther from what 
is regarded as reasonably certain pro- 
ductive territory, the percentage of 
failures has increased but little, and 
to the wells of exceptional production, 
brought in during the latter part of 
the month, is due the increase in the 
average production. There was a 
further large increase in the number 
of wells completed, and a new record 
was established, as also in the amount 
of new work under way. The fact that 
several of the more recently completed 
wells have been of unusual capacity 
leads to the belief that the still larger 
number of wells that will doubtless be 
completed during the current month 
will show an important increase in the 
production. Indeed, it appears to be 
the opinion entertained by many that 
the field report for July will show an 
ircrease in new production which will 
go a long way toward making good the 
difference petween runs and deliveries. 
Speculation as to prebable production, 
however, may well be deferred until 
the wells are brought in, as many who 
have based their operations on what 
were regarded as certain indications 
of largely increased production know 
from unpleasent experience. The price 
of oil is considerably lower than it was 
at the date of the last report, but so 
long as it remains considerably above 
$1, and the drillers are encouraged by 
an occasional well of large preduction, 
so long will new development opera- 
tions be prosecuted ‘with vigor, and 
large though the crop of wells is, the 
wild scramble to secure kases gives 
promise of a still Jarger number during 
July. 

The report of operations in the fields 
of Pennsylvania, New York and south- 
eastern Ohio shows that S11 wells were 
completed during the month of June, 
which is the largest number completed 
ir, one month in the history of the pe- 
troleum industry, and is an increase of 
153 over the number completed in May. 
Of these wells 172 proved to be un- 
productive, a slightly larger proportion 
than in the preceding month, but not 
above the average of the past six 
months. The daily production of these 
wells at the close of the month was 
W,S77 barrels, which shows an increase 
of 2,039 barrels. The average produc- 
tion of the June wells was a little over 
twelve and one-sixth barrels,while that 
of the May wells was eleven and nine- 
tenths barrels. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
941, which is an increase of 112. The 
number of rigs in course of construc- 
tion was 564, showing a decrease of 
thirty-three, making the total increase 
of new work under way seventy-nine 
wells. Before the end of the present 
month the larger part of these 1,505 
wells will be completed, and the pros- 
pects for an important increase in the 
production may then be determined, 

In the Ohio fields an increase 
every department of development 
shown, as a result of operations during 
June. The number of wells completed 
was 461, which is an increase of forty- 
nine. Of these sixty-five proved to be 
failures, a smaller percentage than in 
the month preceding. The production 
of these wells at the close of the month 
was 9,772 barrels, which gives the aver- 
age daily output per well twenty-one 
and one-fifth barrels.

be brought in the city of Philadelphia 
alone. Other bureaus will be estab- 
lished in New York, Brooklyn, Chica- 
#0, Milwaukee and Boston, each one 
considerable area of sur- 
rounding territory, 


The consideration of the order for a 
judicial sale of the property of the 
Whisky Trust was finished at Chicago 
Thursday by the court, and all its 
peints agreed upon. Judge Showalter 
will sign the order as soon as a clean 
printed copy of it as amended is sub- 
mitted to him. The sale will be or- 
dered to take place by auction in Cook 
County, and the price of $09.S00,000, of- 
fered by the Reorganization Commit- 
tee, will be considered an upset price. 
A deposit of $100,000 cash will be re- 
quired, to be forfeited in case the com- 
pany fails to run the distilleries or 
keep them in repair. As security the 
stockholders and credftors will have a 
lien on the whole property, and the 
court will be empowered besides to take 
back the property if it finds it is being 
wasted. A deposit of $100,000 is re- 
quired to bind the sale. The Reorgani- 
zation Committee now has about §1,- 
400,000 with which to carry on its new 


business. Under the terms of giving 
stock as part payment only $70,000 
cash would have been required, but 


this will not now be paid in.

The Mersey Dock and Harbor Board, 
Liverpool, have reduced the dues on 
burning oils and petroleum from 1s. Sd.

The Budget Committee of the Span- 
ish Congress has resolved to propose to

It was discovered by two pa- 
trolmen, who promptly sent in an 
alarm. In an hour and a half it was

The 
amount of the damage 1s at present un- 
known, but the firm will lose nothing, 
as it is amply protected by insurance.

Vinolia,

Davies, Turner Co., Wells, Fargo Co. 
and The Charles N. Crittenden Co., 
against the action of the Collector of 
Customs at New York, as to the rate 


and amount of duties assessed upon 
certain “Vinolia,”” imported Oct. 16, 


1894, Campania, Noy. 13, 1804. Opinion 
by General Appraiser Sharretts. 


The merchandise in question is la- 
beled “Vinolia, a plastic emollient 
cream.”’ It is put up in tin boxes in- 


closed in paper cartons, and is a pat- 
ented preparation. Vinolia is recom- 
mended by the proprietors thereof as 
an emollient cream for the skin. We 
find that it is a medicinal preparation, 
calamine, zine oxide, phenol and other 
bodies having curative properties en- 
tering into its composition, and that 
it is nota toilet preparation. The Col- 
lector assessed duty on the merchan- 
dise at 40 per cent. ad valorem, under 
the provisions of parag. 61 for toilet 
preparations or preparations used as 
applications to the skin; the importers 
in ‘their protests claim the same is du- 
tiable at 25 per cent. ad valorem, asa 
medicinal preparation, under parag. 5%). 

We think the claim of the appellants 
is well founded. There are many kinds 
of preparations not medicinal, such as 
pastes, powders, eac., which are used 
as applications to the skin, and in our 
opinion parag. 61 has reference to 
such applications which are in the na- 
ture of toilet preparations, and not to 
preparations that are medicinal. In 
this connection we refer to the decision 
of the Circuit Court at New York in re 
Park & Tilford, suit No. 1943. 

We hold that the merchandise in 
controversy is more specifically pro- 
vided for under parag. 59 than under 
parag. 61. 

The protests are sustained, and the 
Collector's decision in each case is re- 
versed.

Previous Decisions Confirmed. 
The Board of United States General 


Appraisers has handed down the fol- 
lowing decisions, all of which were 
based upon previous rulings: 

Knauth, Nachod & Kuhne ys. Col- 


lector at New York, in regard to crys- 
tal borax, assessed at the rate stated in 
the Collector’s report on the weights re- 
turned by the United States Weigher. 
No proof was offered to show that these 
weights were incorrect, and the only 
objection raised by the protest related 
to an alleged error in the weights. The 
Collector’s decision was sustained, 

In the matter of J. Luca Company ys. 


Collector at New York, the beard 
found in the absence of evidence in 
support of the protest that the mer- 
chandise is a color, and affirmed the 


assessment of duty under paragraph 48, 
act of 1894. 

O. G. Kempstead Company appealed 
against the Collector at New York as to 
the rate of duties on certain polished 
cylinder glass, not exceeding 24x5U 
inches square and beveled. The same 
was assessed at 10 per cent. under par- 
agraph 97, in addition to the regular 
duty at 4c. per square foot, as provided 


for cylinder glass, polished, in para- 
graph 92 of the present act. The appel- 
lants claimed that inasmuch as 
polished cylinder glass is denomi- 
natively provided for in paragraph 
92, and is not named in para- 
graph 7, it is not covered by the 
provisions of the last-named para- 
graph when beveled. The board did 


not think that the contention of appel- 
lants is well founded, and said: “In 
the absence of a specific enumeration 


for polished cylinder glass, it would 
have been included in the terms of 
paragraph 92. Paragraph 7 imposes 


an addition to the regular duty on cyl- 
inder glass when beveled, a duty of 10 
per cent. The term cylinder glass con- 
tained in that paragraph, not being 
qualified by either the words polished or 
unpolished, is broad enough in our opin- 
jon to include all kinds of cylinder 
glass.” The protest was overruled, 


Merck & Co. imported into the port 
of New York certain Terpinhydrate,

By the above it will be observed that 


during the past year 144,255 frasilas 
were received in excess of 1893, and 


that it was a larger quantity than any 
of the preceding four years. The re- 
ceipts of duty in kind show a propor- 
tionate increase of 36,231 frasilas, amd 
realized 536,224 being 71,068 rs. 
more than last year. 

The present season's crop (1894-95) 
will, it is feared, turn out to be a much 
smaller one tnan for some years past, 
as is indicated by the receipts during 
the months of September, October, No- 
vember and December, 1894, which are 
much below the average of the com- 
mencing month of a season. This is a 
very serious matter, as the revenue so 
greatly depends upon cloves.

Fully 5 per cent. insur- 
ance premiums may be saved by this 
mode of protection. By the use of 
steel beams and columns filled in with 
hollow, tile what is practically a fire- 
proof building is secured. The writer 
believes the day is not far distant when 
this class of buildings will be used al- 
most entirely for the larger oil 
plants, since the price of metal is so 
much cheaper for building purposes 
than a few years ago. 

As may be imagined, the setting of 
the machinery and the employment of 
proper men are indispensable factors 
in maintaining an oil mill. Competent 
mechanics should be employed to install 
every portion of the apparatus, and no 
one should think of employing an ama- 
teur for this work. Secure good men 
for every portion of the construction, 
and place all machinery on good foun- 
dations, for the life of any machine de- 
pends largely on the manner in which 
it is installed. In the seting of boil- 
ers and equipment of boiler room, the 
greatest care should be taken. The 
great heat and the length of time that 
oil mill furnaces are kept in operation 
make it necessary that the best boiler 
walls and furnaces should be used. 
Two sources of water supply should be 
arranged for the boiler, one of which 
should be & pump. The engineer should 
also use a feed-water heater and puri- 
fier. The question of the benefit from 
a steam dome has been discussed for 
the purpose of holding steam in re- 
serve. (It is our opinion, however, that 
where only one boiler is vsed, it should 
have.a dome, and where more than one 
is uséd, a steam drum should be pro- 
vided, connected to the boiler in such 
a manner that the expansion and con- 
traction will take care of itself. The 
steam pipes and joints should be care- 
fully put together to provide against 
leaks of any kind, and only the best 
material used, for leaks increase the 
fuel accounts to ae great extent. 
Cover. the steam pipes with a good non- 
conductor, so as to produce condensa- 
tion and retain the units of heat. In

The oil storage 
tanks should be of a capacity sufficient 
to hold thirty days’ run, and the mill 
owner should have at least four in 
number. While large tanks cost less 
per barrel of contents than small ones, 
our opinion is that oil settles more 
quickly in small tanks, which leads us 
to believe that the small tank will give 


the best results. The hull house is a 
necessary adjunct to the modern oil 
mill, and should be large enough to 
hold from six weeks’ to two months’ 


supply, in order to reserve a supply for 
stock feed. The house may be lighter 
than the seedhouse, but it should have 
a good roof and be of such dimensions 
that a wagon may be driven under 1t 
and turned around with ease. 

In regard to belting, buy only the 
best, There are several kinds of ma- 
terial used, and one needs to exercise 
the greatest care in this respect. A 
good rule is to visit other plants before 
buying belting, and note the quality 
which is giving the best satisfaction, 
which is generally the safest to put in.

Testing Caustic Soda, 

It is difficult to apply tests to a solu- 
tion of caustic soda or of soda salts 
which shall give direct evidence of the 
presence of soda as distinct from other 
alkalies. Perhaps the best ready qual- 
itative test for soda lies in the intens> 








alcohol lamp or Bunsen burner when a 
platinum wire, moistened with the solu- 
tion to be tested, is held in the flame. 
This test is, however, of such extreme 
delicacy, and the presence of com- 
pounds of soda in the minute quanti- 
ties required to produce the yellow 
flame so well-nigh universal, as to ren- 
der this test of little practical value. 
Probably the easiest way to prove the 
presence of soda in an alkaline solu- 
tion is to work backward, .and prove 
that it is not one of the other alkalies, 
and consequently must be soda. 

There are several direct tests which 
can be applied to prove the presence of 
soda or its salts, but, as they require 


| 


very careful manipulation to render 
their indications reliable, we have 
thought it best not to describe them 


here. 

In a simple solution of caustic soda 
not containing other alkalies, the per- 
centage of soda, NaHO, may be easily 
determined by titration with standard 
acid solution. For this purpose a gtan- 
dard sulphuric acid of about normal 
strength (49 grams H2S04 per litre) is 
perhaps the best. Standard oxalic acid 
also answers the purpose well. 

Forty grams of the soda solution or

In continental countries it is, on the 
other hand, an article of daily use in 
form or other; not merely for 
salads, but also in the preparation of 
a great number of dishes of vegetables, 
fish, etc. In England, on the contrary, 
it is not exclusively used even for sal- 
ads, many persons that ‘have not lived 
much abroad, and are not accustomed 


to continental living, having an _ in- 
grained prejudice against olive oil in 
every shape and form, That it is a 
prejudice, and nothing else, may be 
suspected from the circumstance that 


few English travelers when abroad ob- 
ject to continental food in the prepara- 
tion of which olive oil is used, though 
they may not be aware of the fact. 
While fine olive oil is usually consid- 
ered to be both palatable and nutri- 
tious, as well as a ‘healthy article of 
diet, it may be conceded that adulter- 
ated as well as common olive oil— 
rancid or tainted because made from 
defective fruit—are both very objection- 
able. Adulteration is still prevalent 
with a certain class of trade, as also 
the practice of selling a very inferior 


article and calling it Lucca oil. Only 
recently it was proved in one of the 
London police courts that a firm of 


oilmen, owning a number of shops, were 
in the habit of supplying their custom- 
ers with an article dubbed “salad oil,” 
which was simply a mixture of seed 
oil with olive oil—the latter necessa- 
rily of the lowest quality, since it would 
not pay to use a fine quality for such 
i vile purpose. The plea of the defen i- 
ants, that their customers did not 
know what salad oil was, and could not 
appreciate the difference between a 
and an adulterated article, 
would only show that the former pre- 
ferred to trade upon the supposed ig- 
norance of their customers in order, 
naturally, to secure for themselves an 
extra profit, and to distance more hon- 


Oil in so-called Florence flasks should 


ve entirely avoided by consumers in 
f{ngland, since through the unscru- 


pulousness of some traders these pretty 
flasks have been degraded to a vile 
use, and cottonseed oil pure and simple, 
or some adulterated rubbish, put into 
them. As bearing upon this, it should 
be mentioned that the Italian customs 
authorities hardly seem to appreciate 
leading 


the importance to Italy—the 

olive-oil-producing country of the world 
—of prohibiting the adulteration of 
olive oil. For otherwise they would 


hardly permit the mixing of cottonseed 
oil with common olive oil to be carried 
out in the entrepot or Government 
bonded warehouses (the cottonseed oil 
being in bond) for the sole purpose of 
exportation. It is hardly necessary to 
add that export houses of repute here 
in the fine olive-oil trade are not guilty 
of such a practice; as also that pure 
and fine Tuscan oil is to be had with- 
out difficulty, and, indeed, is exported

Hence, no doubt, 
originated the advice given in a book 
of cookery published not long ago in 
England, to the effect that in prepar- 
ing salads as little olive oil as possi- 
ble should be used, because it was 
often of such a bad quality. 

There is abundant truth in this as to 
some of the olive oil sold in England 
purporting to be Lucca oil; but, on the 
other hand, it would be an easy mat- 
ter for consumers to obtain the genu- 
ine article, both pure and good, by the 
exercise of a little caution as to what 
they buy.—British Consular Report.

Chronology of Coal-Tar Colors, 
BY A. ASHMUN KELLY. 

Coal tar had long been a favorite 
study with chemists before Perkins’ 
discovery of mauvine, in 1856: such 
products as anthracene, aniline, benzol, 


phenol, toluol and others being well 
known to them. In 1841 Zinin dem- 


onstrated that aniline was a derivative 
of henzole. In 1856, Watanson discov- 
ered a red color. due to ihe oxidation 
of aniline. In 1858 Hofman obtained 
magenta frem aniline and carbon tet- 


rachloride. In 1859 Verguin demon. 
strated the commercial possibility of 
magenta from the mixture of an- 
iline and toluidine. In 1860 Medioc 
gave the _ practical process of its 


manufacture by oxidating aniline and 
toiuidine with arsenic acid. The ap- 
pearance of mauve and magenta mark 
“red-letter’ days in the history of dye- 
making, both being events of rare com- 
mercial interest. 

In 1861 Girard and De Tisire discov- 
ered an aniline blue. In 1862) Nichol- 
son produced a prenaraticn from ma- 
genta and aniline with acetie acid, and 
in the same year Wancklvyn produced a 
like result with benzie acid. The latter 
raethod now employed. The same 
vear Nicholson found that by treating 
his insoluble blue with fuming sulphur- 
ic acid it became soluble. In 1862, 
Usebe produced aldehyde green. 
first of its class, and now in disuse. 
In 1862, Lightfoot discovered aniline 
black, the fastest and most difficult of 
blacks. The same year an English 
firm—Roberts, Dale & Co.—gave us an- 
il’ne vellow and Bismarck brown. 

In 1866 Kekuli demonstrated 
chemical structure of benzole. which 
event was of very great importance to 
the manufacturing world, rendering, as 
it did. the making of coal-tar colors a 
practical possibility. In 1866 Caro and 
Wancklyn both prepared aurine from 
rosanline. Rungeas had achieved the 
Same color from another method in

1839. In 1867 Girard and De lLaire 
gave us diphenylamine blue. At the 
same time the authors of aniline yel- 
low and Bismarck brown introduced 
the first indulines. In 1867  Poirrier 
showed the first violet, at the Paris 
Exhibition.

about the same time. 

In 1868S Graebe and Liebermann an- 
nounced their important discovery of 
alizarinefromanthracene by converting 
it into anthraquinone; they sulfonated 
the latter, melting the product with al- 
kalies. Just previous to this Perkins 
had discovered safranine. In 1874 the 
eosines made their initial appearance. 

In 1877, Prudhomme announced ali- 
zarine blue. This was another impor- 
tant year of discovery—in the bringing 
ferth of the azo colors, the most nu- 
merous of the dyestuffs; malachite 
green, by Fisher and Doebner; methy- 
line blue, by Caro. The first of the azo 
colors were produced by Williams, 
Thomas and Dower; the first azo scar- 
lets by Meister, Lucius and Bruning, 
and by Poirrier. In 1881 indophenol 
and gallocyanine appeared. 

In 1896 Congo red, the first of the 
direct series of azo colors suitable for 
dyeing unmordanted cotton, appeared. 
The same year appeared the first of 
the rhodamines, a class of basic dyes 
related to the eosines, but giving a 
more stable and equally brilliant dye.

SATURDAY EVENING, July 6. 1895, 

It has been a quiet week in the paint 
market. So much stormy weather of 
late appears to have checked the de- 
mand, and trade is about as light as it 
ever is at this time of the year. More- 
over, the holiday has had the usual in- 
fluence to interfere with the current of 
business in this as well as in other 
lines. Mail orders are more frequent 
than those from local buyers, many in- 
quiries, comparatively speaking, com- 
ing from the West. Very few features 
of fresh interest present themselves. 
Pig lead has been doing somewhat bet- 
ter, both as regards demand and prices. 
White lead moves slowly, and in the 
other lead pigments nothing out of the 
ordinary has occurred to enliven the 
summer quiet. In dry pigments there 
have been no changes, with the excep- 
tion of the decline of 5c. per lb. in the 
price of paris green. This is, in fact, 
the most interesting event of the week 
and is said to be the result of a com- 
bination of circumstances in which 
lack of important demand and compe- 
tition with foreign manufacturers fig- 
ure prominently. The new prices on 
American oxide of zinc went into effect 
on the Ist inst. The change was pre- 
ceded by an active demand, and it is 
reported that the manufacturers have 
placed a large number of contracts. 
There is less activity of demand for 
colors in oil as for everything else, and 
in the list of miscellaneous goods there 
is nothing to call for more than passing 
mention. 


White Lead, Zines, Ete. 
WHITE LEAD.—The market has 
taken on the appearance of dullness, 


usual in midsummer, and corroders and 
jobbers are taking advantage of the 
period of extreme quiet to take their 
semi-annual inventories of stock. Until 
this is completed very little new busi- 
ness can be expected. The possibility 
of an advance in prices still furnishes 
ground for conjecture in the trade, but 
so far nothing more substantial than 
rumor can be found upon which to 
base the belief that corroders contem- 
plate making the change. However, 
there are not lacking those who ad- 
vance the opinion that should the posi- 
tion of pig lead continue to improve, 
higher prices for white lead may re- 
sult before the end of the current 
month. The demand from the South is 
about over and only occasional orders 
are now received from that locality, 
but reports of cuts in freight rates to 
the Southwest open the possibility of 
an extension of trade in that quarter. 
Dry lead is selling fairly on jobbing 
orders at 4c. less the usual discount. 
The position of foreign brands of white 
lead in this market was thoroughly cov- 
ered in our report last week, leaving 
nothing to be added now. A moderate 
demand is reported at the previously 
quoted range of prices. 

RED LEAD.—Not much interest in 
this article is manifested by buyers, 
whose present wants seem ito be covered 
and who do not appear to be seriously 
considering the question of future sup- 
plies. While German is reported to be 
firmer in the primary market, there 
has been no change in the position of 
the article here. The quotations re- 
main 54@5'4ec., as to brand and quan- 
tity to arrive. English does not at- 
tract attention, and prices are some- 
what nominal at 54@6\c., according 
to make and quantity. There is a 
slight improved demand for domestic 
for fall delivery. Prices are main- 
tained at 454@5\c., as to section, less 
the usual discount. 

LITHARGE.—The rubber trade has 
shown a disposition to purchase on a 
more liberal scale of late, but they are 
covering only present wants. Glass 
makers are not buying to any extent 
just now, but a few inquiries are be- 
ing received, indicating that they are 
getting ready to contract for supplies, 
to be delivered over the next fire. 
Prices are unchanged at 4%4@5\4c., as 
to section, quantity and place of deliv- 
ery. 

PIG LEAD.—A better tone is noted 
in this market, and during the past 
week several large sales have been con- 
summated for July-August delivery at 
3.274%4@3.30ce. for common and refined, 
The close was stronger, smelters de- 
manding 3.32144@3.35c., and the indica- 
tions pointed to a still higher range of 
values in the near future.

Pittsburgh Glass Market, 
(Special to The Reporter.) 

WINDOW GLASS.—The announce- 
ment of the failure of the strike in the 
window glass industry in Belgium, and 
the definite information relative to the 
number of furnaces operating, and the 
extent to which production has been 
curtailed as a result of the strike, ena- 
bles one to make a fairly reliable fore- 
cast for the next two months. The 
average normal production of Belgium 
operating 54 tanks, is 25,000,000 square 
feet per month. The strike began April 
1; production during April ‘and May 
was only 3,000,000 square feet, and dur- 
ing the latter part of June rose to JU,- 
00,000 square feet. Curtailment 
amounts, therefore, to 60,000,000 square 
feet, and it will be the end of July be- 
fore normal production is reached. The 
imports during ten months ending April 
30 have been only 606,548 boxes. 
against 726,174 boxes imported during 
the corresponding months of 1804. The

The average 
annual consumption of the past five 


years has been somewhat higher than 
the supply of the present year. There 
are less than 1,000,000 boxes in manu- 
facturers’ hands, and it will be a very 
conservative estimate to say that the 
consumption during July, Sugust and 
September will absorb 420,000 boxes 
per month. 

PLATE GLASS—Stocks at the facto- 
ries are being rounded up rapidly, and 
the depleted stocks in jobbers’ hands 
which are being shaped up in order to 
cover midsummer and Fall demand, are 
making the movement in plate glass 
quite brisk. Orders being filled are for 
middle and medium large sizes, which 
indicates how far curtailment of sup- 
ply during April and May cut into the 


body of available stocks in jobbers’ 
hands, and is a fair index to present 
trade conditons. There is a good de- 


mand for large sizes and stock sheets, 


and reports of building operations 
from the commercial centers indicate 
that there will be a heavy Fall trade. 


As to supply, there are at present 420 
pots, out of a total of 1,01S pots, in 
operation. Of the pots controlled 
by the Pittsburg Plate Galss Company, 
only 3S0 have thus far been put into 
operation, and as these are deemed 
sufficient to fill present demand by 
those having a clear view of the field 
and in touch with demand, one 
may gain a very fair idea of the con- 
dition of trade, so far as building op- 
erations afford an indication. 
BOTTLES, VIALS, JARS—Fruit jars 
and pickle packages will be in govod 
demand during the Summer months, 
and the pack will be very large this 
season. The large Western fruit jar- 
makers in Muncie and Fairmount, Ind., 
having closed down, are cutting heavily 
into the large stocks they held, and it 
is likely that the present satisfactory 
prices will induce the factories operc- 
ating through the Summer to turn out 
jars in great quantities. There are at 
present 414 pots being operated, and 
these will run right through the Suim-

The Camphor Trade of Tainan, China, 


The last year shows a satisfactory 
development of the camphor trade, 13,- 
971 cwts. having left the port, as 
against 7,530 cwts. in 1893, an increase 
of 85 per cent. The following figures 
will show the steady expansion of this 
trade since the abandonment of the 
Government monopoly:

An at- 
tempt was made last Spring by the 
Kagee magistrate to compel foreign- 
ers to convey camphor produced at 
Chang Lin Ping by a circuitous road 
on its transit to the coast, instead of by 
another direct road, which shortened 
the journey by two days, on the plea 
that the former offered greater facili- 
ties for official inspection; but the 
Taot’ai, on being appealed to, at once 
admitted that foreign merchants were 
at liberty to convey their goods under 
transit pass by any route they pleased,

here. The camphor produced is all

Linseed Cake Drawback Ptotest. 
Washington, July 5, 1895. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
received a formal protest against the 
department’s action in draughting the 
regulations under which rebate on oil 
cake manufactured from imported lin- 
seed and entered for re-exportation has 
been allowed. The protest is filed by 
the attorneys for a number of New 
York and Western crushers, who pro- 
pose to test the law in the case. The 
protest as filed in the department sets 
forth the crushers’ contentions regard- 
ing the basis cf the drawback regula- 
tions, and wiil he read with interest 
by all who are identified with this im- 
portant trade. The protest has addi- 
tional imvortance in view of the fact 
that in the event of an unfavorable 
reply from the Treasury Department, 
which will undo btedly be forthcom- 
ing, the crushers referred to have in- 
structed their attornevs to file cases 
in the Court of Claims, where they 
will come up carly in the next term 
of the court, which bevins October 
next. The protest is as follows: 

“Washington, D. C., July 8, 1895. 
“Hoon, John G. Carlisle, Secretary of 

Treasury. 

“Sir: In behalf of Spencer Kelloge 
of Buffalo, N. Y., and others, manu- 
facturers of linseed cake from imported 
linseed, we desire to enter our pro- 
test against the manner in which the 


rebate on iinseed cake has been de- 
termined. 
“Tt is desired that the regulations 


pertaining thereto he made to aecord 
with the law and decisions of the 
Tinited States Sunreme Court (17 Otto. 


407-414). Sec. 22. Act of August 28. 
1894, states: ‘That when imported 
materials on which duties have heen 


paid are used in manufacture of ar- 
ticles manufactured or produced in the 
United States, there shall be allowed 
on the exportations of such articles a 
drawback equal in amount to the du- 
ties paid on the materials used less 
one per centum of such duties, pro- 
vided,’ ete. 

“This law is plain and unequivocal, 
and, as admitted, to secure authority 
for the regulations against which we 
protest, reference is had to a supposed 
or presumed intent hidden from the 


ordinary reader. The regulations most 
certainly fail to comply with the law, 
and just so far as they do not carry 
out the plain wording of the law and 


| add to or curtail the manifest intent, 


so far are they illegal. 

“The powers of the Secretary of the 
Treasury are clearly defined in Camp- 
bell case before cited. Of what mo- 
ment can it be that the rebate called 
for under section 22 seems too large 
or too small in the opinion of the 
Hon. Secretary? The revision, curtail- 
ment or widening of its provisions and 
requirements devolve on the law-mak- 
ing power of the United States, and 
not on the executive. The Treasury 
Department is to execute the law as 
found, and if an amendment is de- 
sired, the same power that made the 
law can be called on to change. 

“We submit that all facts which can 
be looked to to sustain the formula and 
regulations promulgated by the De- 
partment to govern payment of the re- 
bates on linseed cake were hefore Con- 
gress and within their knowledge, and 
they saw fit to enact Sec. 22, which 
certainly must govern payment of all 
rebates. The Campbell case was de- 
cided long prior and they realized its 
effect. It would seem that they held 
that the drawback paid should equal 
the amount of duties naid on the ma- 
terials entering into the manufactured 
article. It is admitted, and the regu- 
lations so indicate, that no offort has 
been made to pay rehate equal to the 
duty paid on imported linseed. The 
regulations attempt to fix a rebate 
based on the value of the oil which is 
not exported and the value of ihe lin- 
seed cake which is exported. This is 
certainly not based on any law 7nd is 
plainly exceeding the powers cf the 
Hon. Secretary, as determined hy de- 
cisions of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

“Sec, 22 may seem to give the manu- 
facturers of linseed cake who export 
the same an undue advantage in the 
eves of the Hon. Secretary, but we 
again call attention to the fact that bis 
dutv is only to carry out the law. 

“Would the effect not have heen as 
wearing on anv Secretary who should 
be directed by Congress to coin all sil- 
ver on a 15 to 1 basis? Tt would be the 
law, and the unfair results could not 
be an excuse for refusal to carry out 
its provisions. 

“Please note the language of the 
Tinited States Supreme Court in case 
before cited: ‘Neither the act of Con- 
gress nor any rule of construction 
known to us makes claimant’s right, 
where the facts on which it depends are 
clearly established, to turn upon the 
view which the Collector or the Secre- 
tary, or both combined, may entertain 
of the law upon the subject and much 
less on their arbitrary refusal to per- 
form the services which the law im- 
poses on them,’ and ‘The purpose of 
the drawback provision is to make duty 
free on imports which are manufac- 
tured here and then returned whence 
they came or to some _ other foreign 
country, articles which are not sold or 
consumed in the United States. 

“ "The linseed in this case was bought 
abroad and imported for the purpose of 
being manufactured and the product 
immediately sent out of the country. 
The drawback provision was simply a 
mode of making the linseed so import- 
ed and exported without distribution in 
the country duty free, and we see no 
gratuity in the case.’ 

“There seems little legal basis for the 
regulations promulgated for which 
drawbacks on linseed cake are based. 
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It ‘being decided and admitted both by 
all parties that linseed cake is a manu- 
factured article, it seems to our clients 
and to all those interested that our 
province is too cause regulations to be 
issued to determine the proportionate 
amount of linseed used in linseed cake | 
and to direct that rebate should be paid 
accordingly. 

“The former action of the Treasury 
Department between 1861 and 187U is | 
more strictly in accord with the law 
and should be continued. It was as 
easy to place an ad valorem duty on 
linseed as a specific duty, and it Is 
surely not the province of the Honor- 
able Secretary to insist that while the 
law gives a specific duty it intended 
an ad valorem. That is the effect of 
ccnsidering the regulations for draw- 
back as based on the intention of Con- 
gress. 

“The law is plain and the decisions 
of the Supreme Court are positive as 
to the duty of the Secretary to comply 


“If it is still held that such regula- 
tions are within the power of the hon- 
orable Secretary of Treasury to make, 
we request to ‘be so notified, in that we 
may file an argument based on the in- 
equitable features of the regulations as 
they apply to manufacturers and ex- 
porters of linseed cake.’’ 

In default of a favorable reply from 
the Secretary within a fortnight the 
cases referred to will be filed in the 
court, Where they will serve to test all 
the issues involved.

Petroleum and Asphalt in Eastern 
Europe and Asia, 


The pertoleum of Galicia has been 
worked for at least 35 years. The first 
systematic development of this industry 
took place in the Bobka district. In 
1NG1 the first well, 14 meters deep, sup- 
plied 6,000: kilogs. of oil per hour. In 
1883 this district supplied per day 550 
barrels of raw petroleum, from a sur- 
face of 1,50 meters long, and 350 to 500 
meters broad. 

In certain places 
found, which can burned in a raw 
state in ordinary lamps. The oil of the 
bored wells is very fluid, but the sur- 
face oil, which comes from shallow 
wells, is sometimes a little viscous. 

Moreover, Galicia produces a certain 
amount of ozokerit, which is understood 
to be a species of petroleum in a state 
of high ebullition. The chief center of 
the mining industry of ozokerit is Bory- 
slaw, in a valley surrounded with hills 
on the northern slope of the Carpa- 
thians, 360 meters above the sea, At 
Truskowicz there is a deposit of native 
sulphur mixed with clayey schist, 0z0- 
kerit and petroleum. The ozokerit pre- 
sents itself under the form of veins of 
variable thickness, some being several 
millimeters and others several deci- 
meters thick; the upper beds,which form 
the richest portion of the deposit, oc- 
cupy an area of about 21 hectares, but 
a less productive zone extends the total 
superficies to about 6O hectares. 

The petroleum lands of Roumania 
constitute the great hope of the future 
for petroleum, whether we regard the 
extension of the ground already worked, 
or the discovery of new petroliferous 
regions. 

In the neighborhood of Okna, on the 
further side of the eastern Carpathians, 
in the valley of Trotush, an affluent of 
the Sereth, some 5U wells are dug in a 
clayey soil producing salt and petro-

In some of these petroleum is 
found in considerable quantities. At 
Slanick, opposite Okna, ozokerit has 


been found. 

On the confines, too, of the territories 
of Grochezti and Hirka several wells 
have been dug in which petroleum is 
found at a depth of 40 meters. 

But it is in the Moniezti district, north 


of Okna, that the most considerable 
workings of mineral oil are concen- 
trated. The petroleum wells, to the 


number of a hundred, are concentrated 
to the north of the village, and the 
ground worked may cover a circular 
surface of from 15 to 16 kilometerg in 
diameter. 

The petroleum of Teskani is, beyond 
contradiction, the purest in all Mol- 
davia, its composition and density ap- 
proaching that of naphtha. It weighs 
only from 0.76 grms. to 0.79 grms., 
while that of Moniezti weighs from 0.84 
grms. to 0.87 grms., as compared with 
water 1. 

In continuing progress along the 
eastern slope of the Carpathians, to the 
south of Teskani, we meet at Modreni 
with new beds of worked petroliferous 
clays. The petroleum is here obtained 
from some thirty wells, the depth of 
which varies from 35 to 45 meters. The 
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Modreni petroleum is the best which 
Wallachia produces, and can bear com-

On the general list, however, or- 
ders have been of a hand-to-mouth 
character, though quite satisfactory to 
dealers generally, considering the sea- 
son of the year.

The only news of interest received from 
abroad was a cable to-day from Constanti- 
nople reporting the market firm at un- 
changed prices. The general situation 
remains the same, but it is intimated that 
a speculation may soon develop in Tur- 
key sufficiently strong to exercise consider- 
able influence on prices, should the 
crop be as large as 10,000 cases, It ap- 
pears that there is an abundance of money 
owing to the heavy advances in wool 
and mohair, which has netted the dealers 
large profits. Their favorite speculation 
isin opium; hence they may turn their 
attention to it at the right time. Most 
dealers quote $1.6714, but $1.65 will still 
buy single cases, while for jobbing quan- 
tities $167!4@$1.70 is the range, and $2.30 
for powdered. There is no inquiry for 
large lots, except at such prices no dealer 
will entertain.

Large bulk can easily be purchased at 
$1.35, and the market has an easy ten- 
dency. 

Quinine. 

The market has visibly stiffened up 
since our last report, and nothing can be 
obtained under 24}c, either cash or on 
regular terms, some lots which were of- 
fering early in the week at 24}¢ cash hav- 
ing been withdrawn, Subsequently this 
price was refused for 10,000 ozs. Dealers 
have sold about 50,000 ozs. in jobbing 
lots at 24}c, and for a favorite Ger- 
man brand 25¢ has been paid for 
500 ozs. The stock in the hands 
of dealers is estimated at about 100,000 
ozs., with possibly 50,000 ozs. held by 
speculators out of the market. Dealers 
are not willing sellers except to regular 
customers, and even then they are loth to 
let go large lines, as they know they can- 
not replace stock. The closeness of the 
market to manufacturers’ prices has 
turned considerable business their way, 
and we heard of a_ line of 45,000 
ozs. which was placed by a_ pill- 
maker through a broker at 25c. Brokers 
are even turning many of their orders

Mr. Gregory was a member of ‘the old 
firm of Yenni & Gregory, lubricating 
oil merchants, on lower Maiden lane, 
prior to ‘his connection with the Stand- 
ard. He was also a director of the Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Company. 

A special meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Edison Company was 
held on Wednesday, July 3, and the fol- 
memorial was unanimously 
adopted and ordered to be entered upon 
the minutes of the board. The officers 
of the company were also directed to 
have it suitably engrossed, and a copy 
sent to the family: 

The Board of Directors of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company of New 
York desire to record their sense of loss 
in the removal from them by death of 
their late associate, George Foster 
Gregory. Although Mr. Gregory has 
been a member of the board ‘but fur a 
few months, his quiet and attractive 
personality has already endeared him 
to the directors individually, and the 
company had profited by the experi- 
ence and skill in handling corporate af- 
fairs which he brought to the service 
of this company as a result of his long 
and wide relation with other corpora- 
tions. His fellow directors had looked 
forward with pleasure to a continued 
and close relationship with him in 
years to come, and the sudden bereave- 
ment caused by his too early death will 
make itself felt in the councils of the 
cumpany. 

The directors especially desire to ex- 
press their appreciation of the calm and 
gentle fortitude with which he faced the 
presence of death in his last illness. 
They express most deeply and sincerely 
to his family their sympathy with them 
in the lost of one who endeared himself 
to all with whom he came into relation.

Window Glass Strike 


Ended. 


Private advices from Charleroi, Bel- 
gium, under date of June 19, are to 
the effect that the strike of the win- 
dow glass workers, inaugurated April 
1, which has thus far reduced foreign 
production 60,000,000 square feet, has 
ended, and that a general though grad- 
ual resumption of work is taking place. 
The average normal production of win- 
dow glass in Belgium is 25,000,000 
square feet monthly. At present there 
are only three pot furnaces in opera- 
tion, engaged exclusively in the manu- 
facture of colored and flashed blown 
sheet glass. Only seventeen out of 
thirty-four tanks are engaged in win- 
dow glass manufacture, as follows:

ANILINE COLORS.—Trading in all 
descriptions has been limited to the 
actual wants of the trade, and these 
have not been large or urgent. The 
tone is not a weak one, however, and 
prices have not varied from the basis 
previously quoted. 

ANILINE OIL.—The demand for 
goods ex-store has been regulated en- 
tirely by the necessities of the occasion. 
Prices have held firm, however, on the

ANILINE SALT.—There has been a 
fairly active demand for aniline salt, 
with sales on the basis of D44@9%c., as 
to quantity and seller, 

BICHROMATE OF POTASH.—Buy- 
ers continue the same conservative pol- 
icy that has marked their operations 
for some time past, and limit their 
purchases to the needs of the moment. 
Trading has been based upon the pre- 
vious quotation of 8%4@9c., according 
to seller and size of order. 

BICHROMATE OF SODA,.—The mar- 
ket is steady, with a fair demand from 
consumers, but prices rule the same as 
last quoted. Values mentioned are 
G4@7\4c. ex-store, as to quantity. 

COCHINEAL.—There has been no 
business reported this week, and prices 
continue nominal. We quote: Black sil- 
ver, 28@33c., and gray blacks, 33@35c. 

CUTCH.—Making allowance for the 
holiday, the week has ‘been a fairly 
active one, and compares favorably 
with its predecessors. Prices are still 
quoted upon an unchanged basis, at 
4°;@5\4. for bag, and 53{@6!¢e for 
boxes. 

DEXTRINE.—The market in this di- 
rection has been a particularly quiet 
one, and nothing but the merest rou- 
tine business has been transacted. Do- 
mestic sells ex-store at 3'44@4c., ac- 
cording to quantity. Imported is quiet, 
but holds steady at 5@54ce. 

DIVI DIVI.—The market is nominal- 
ly unchanged in the absence of active 
business. Prices are quoted at $50@ 
60 per ton, 

DYEWOODS.—In this, as in other 
lines, the break in business has inter- 
fered with the free movement of sup- 
plies, and no orders have been placed 
beyond what were actually necessary 
for consumption immediately at hand. 
Prices have held about the same, and 
the arrivals have been of the usual 


volume. We quote: Logwood, stick, 
$27@32 per ton; chips, 14%4,@2c. per 


pound; extract, 4@7c. for liquid, 42 de- 
grees, and 544@10c. for 51 degrees, and 
for solid, 64@12c. per pound. Fustic 
stick is held at $16@23 per ton, chips 
at 14@1%c. per pound, and extract, 
6@10c. 

GAMBIER.—There has been a less 
active market during the week, and, 
with the spot supply soon to be replen- 
ished, prices have shown a disposition 
to sag. For ordinary parcels ex-store 
5c. has been the usual figure, while 
for fair-sized quantities 544c. is quoted. 
The Fuller, which arrived on Wednesday, 
is quoted at 5@5c., while later arrivals 
are offered all the way down to 4.600. Ad- 
vices from Singapore indicate a stronger 


feeling in that market.
